Responding to public outcry to

This afternoon Dewey named a 
three-man commission to make 
the railroad “safe, sound and ef- 
ficient.”

In those four wrecks 111 per- 
oy were killed and more than 

injured. 

“It is our unanimous opinion,” 
Dewey said, “that the road is 
bankrupt financially, as well as 
being bankrupt in equipment and 
management. 

“The miserable conditions of 
the trains and the bad operation 
are basically the result of demor- 
alized personnel and total bank- 
ruptcy of the road, both spiritual- 
ly and physically.” 

Trustees Appointed by Judge. 

The two trustees, both experi- 
emced railroad men, hold their 
office under appointment by 
United .

TOKYO, Nov. 25 (AP)—Enemy.

Already South Koreans an the 
extreme east flank of the Allied 
advance in the northwest were un- 
der bruising counter-attack. The 
enemy had driven a wedge deep 
into the lines. 

Pilots spotted 5000 or more 
enemy troops “swarming all over 
the countryside” near Kusong, 
ahead of the United States Twen- 
ty-fifth and Secend Divisions. A 
Ninth Corps spokesman said both 
divisions were moving ahead 
against the  stiffest resistance 
since the two-day-old offensive 
began. 

Elements of the Twenty-fifth 
Division seized heavily-defended 
heights -two miles southeast of 
strategic Unsan, which is 50 miles 
from the border. A briefing offi- 
cer said the enemy then loosed a 
counter-attack which still raged 
into the night.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25—Three 
Internal Revenue officials on the 
West Coast have been suspended 
pending ,an investigation of “im- 
proper ‘transactions with under- 
world characters in Nevada and 
California,” it was announced to- 
day. 

Those suspended are Ernest M. 
Schino, deputy Collector of inter- 
nal revenue at San Francisco; 
John B. Williams of the accounts 


and collections unit at Los An- 
geles, and William D. Malloy, an- 
other deputy collector at San 
Francisco. 

The suspensions resulted from 
“sale of stock in the Mountain 
City Consolidated Copper Co. of 
Nevada,” the Internal Revenue 
Bureau announced, 

George J. Schoeneman, Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, 
said “while the facts so far de- 
veloped were not conclusive, the 
maintenance of public confidence 
in the integrity of the Internal 
Revenue service required that 
certain employes be suspended 
pending completion of the inves- 
tigation.” 

The charges stemmed from the 
report by the California Crime 
Commission and a subsequent in- 
vestigation by the Senate. Crime 
Committee, headed by Senator 
Estes Kefauver (Dem.),Tennessee. 

William Burkett, former crack 
agent in the intelligence unit of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau in 
San Francisco, who resigned, tes- 
tified before the Kefauver com- 
mittee that racketeers and others 
in trouble with the Government 
over incOme taxes escaped penal- 
ties by buying stock in the Moun- 
tain City Co. 


Schoeneman said Schino and 
Williams were suspended in con- 
nection with the Mountain City 
case and Malloy was suspended 
pending completion of an inquiry 
into another case, not identified. 

Additional agents have been as- 
signed to the investigation of “al- 
leged improper transactions” in- 
volving Internal Revenue agents 
in Nevada and California, Schoen- 
eman said. “We are co-operating 
closely with the Department of 
Justice,” he added. * 

Earlier, Schoeneman challenged 
Senator Kefauver to offer evi- 
dence which would lead to an in- 
dictment for tax evasion or dis- 
closure of criminal’ conduct by 
any Bureau employe.

The 
spokesman said the Reds pre- 
sumably were Chinese. 

It appeared that the Reds were 
trying to turn the flank of the 
offensive, but it remained to be 
seen in what strength. Prisoners 
captured Friday said a full 
Chirfese division was dug in about 
10 miles north of Yongun. 

The fight on the right flank of 
the northwest front contrasted 
with the absence of opposition on 
the extreme left flank. There 
the highway hub of Chongju fell 
to a tank-led task force of the 
Twenty-fourth Division without a 
fight. ;

Accord on Bases Envisioned. 

American officials said this 
country contemplates making no 
request for base rights. What ac- 
tually is planned, they said, is to 
ask the Japanese government to 
make a treaty, separate from the | 
peace settlement, by which the | 
two nations would share respon- | 
sibility for protecting the islands. ' 

Another point the Russians 
raised can be exploited by them 
as a defense of Japan’s territorial 
integrity.

Four-Power Action Suggested. 

In proposing a peace treaty, 
the United States had suggested 
that Russia, Britain, China and 
this country should decide the 
status of thé island of Formosa 
and its neighboring Pescadores 
islands, which lie south of Japan, 
and of the southern half of Sak- 
halin and the Kuriles, which lie 
to the north. 

The Russians evidenced partic- 
ular interest in this proposal be- 
cause it would technically at least 
reopen the question of their right 
to occupy all of Sakhalin (they 
had the northern half before the 
war) and the strategically impor- 
tant Kuriles. They argued that 
their right to these territories 
Was agreed to by the United 
States and Britain at Yalta in 
1945 and was not subject to being 
reopened now. 

Actually there is no evidence 
among officials here that the 
American proposal regarding 
these islands is anything more 
than a means of establishing the 
legal status of the territories 
which, having been held by Japan 
for long periods, would have .to 
be included in a Japanese peace 
settlement. 

Position on Formosa.

As regards specific matters, the 
treaty would reflect the principles 
indicated below:

A. Malik, Mr. Dulles presented 
a memorandum on the question of 
the peace treaty with Japan, con- 
taining a brief general statement 
of the type of treaty which, in 
the opinion of the United States 
Government, would be suitable 
for ending the state of war with 
Japan. In this connection the 
Soviet Government would like to 
obtain an explanation on several 
points of this memorandum. 

1. It is a known fact that the)

Formosa Matter Decided. 

2. By the Cairo declaration of 
Dec. 1, 1943, signed by the

July 26, 1945, signed by these 
same countries, joined by the So- 
viet Union, the question of re- 
turning Formosa and the Pesca- 
dores to China was decided. In a 
similar manner the Yalta agree- 
ment of Feb. 11, 1945, signed by 
the U. S. A., Great Britain and 
the U. S. S. R., decided the ques- 
tion of returning the southern 
part of Sakhalin island and the 
adjacent islands to the Soviet 
Union and handing over to her 
the Kurile islands. 

In as much as the above agree- 
ments exist, how should the pro-

In this connection the question

Question of Occupation. 
4. It is well known that the 


Japanese people display deep in- 
terest in whether the occupation 
forces would remain in Japan aft- 
er the conclusion of the peace 
treaty, all the more so because 
in the Potsdam declaration (para- 
graph 12) it was provided that 


*!the occupation troops would be 


withdrawn from Japan. 

In connection with this, the So-

DEATH IN FURNACE 


Polish D.P.’s Body Found by 


Another Janitor at 
Hospital. 


An open verdict was returned 
by a coroner’s jury today at an 
inquest into the death of Stanislaw 
Durma, a displaced Pole who was 
found burned to death last night 
in the furnace at St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital, 6420 Clayton road. 

Richmond Heights police, who 
testified they found no evidence 
of foul play, will continue the in- 
vestigation. Durma, employed as 
a janitor at the hospital, had been 
treated for three months for a 
mental condition. 

Beside the furnace lay his 
.clothing—a jacket, striped shirt, 
brown trousers and tan shoes. 
Apparently, police said, he had 
crawled through an opening only 
14 by 16 inches to get into the 
furnace. 

Hugo Ponder, another janitor 
at the hospital, started to close 
the furnace door about 5:15 p.m. 
when he discovered the remains 
of Durma’s body inside. The door 
had been open and untended only 
five to 10 minutes, Ponder said. 

Durma, 37 years old, a former 
soldier in the Polish army, en- 
tered the United States Nov. 30, 
1949. The Rev. Victor T. Suren, 
diocesan director of displaced 
persons for the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, placed Dur- 
ma at St. Mary’s as a janitor last 
april 1. 

In September, Father Suren re- 
lated, Durma began showing 
signs of mental instability and 
was placed in the psychopathic 
ward. He received shock therapy, 
showed improvement but re- 
mained an out-patient after he 
resumed his work. He has no 
relatives in the United States but 
listed a brother as a beneficiary 
for a small insurance policy. The 
brother’s whereabouts are un- 
known.

THREE RABID DOGS 
REPORTED HERE 
IN LAST 10 DAYS 


Three rabid dogs have been re- 
ported to the Health Division in 
the last 10 days, bringing the total 
number of cases of rabid dogs re- 
ported during the year to five, the 
largest number of cases reported 
in the last four years, Health 
Commissioner J. Earl Smith said 
today. 

One of the dogs was picked up 
in the 5200 block of North Broad- 
way and the other two in the vi- 
cinity of Compton and Channing 
avenues, Dr. Smith said. One of |__** 
the animals in the Compton and 
Channing neighborhood had bitten 
several other dogs and five of 
these have been placed under ob- 
servation by the Health Division. 
The disease is transmitted by the 
bite of an infected animal or by 
contact of its saliva with an open 
wound. 

Dr. Smith urged that all dog- 


-bite cases be reported immediate- 


ly to the Police Department and 
that victims seek medical atten- 
tion immediately from their phy- 
sicians or from the Health Divi- 
sion. Rabies is often fatal to hu- 
mans when treatment is not start- 
ed immediately after a bite by a 
rabid dog, he said. Only one case

Human Failure Indicated. 

Yesterday Dewey said prelimi- 
nary investigation shows “human 
failure” caused the wreck. 

Summarizing early findings of 
the state Public Service Commis- 
sion, he said they showed that 
the cars on the express train had 
been examined recently and the 
brakes found to be in perfect or- 
der, that tests after the accident 
showed the brakes on both trains 
were in perfect order, that the 
signal system was in perfect con- 
dition, and that the engineer of 
the express train had passed 
through a warning signal and a 
stop signal at full speed of 60 to 
65 miles an hour and that the 
brakes were applied 850 feet from 
the scene of the wreck—far too 
short a distance. 


Dewey said that the engineer 
of the express, Benjamin J. 
Pokorney, 55 years old, who died 
in the crash, had been with the 
Long Island since 1919 and passed 
his last physical examination July 
10 and his last test on rules of 
the road on March 16, 1948. 

Statement of Railroad. 

The railroad itself issued a 
statement saying the engineer of 
the express was going faster than 
regulations permitted. Presence 
of the train in the block ahead, 
the statement said, required the 
following train to stop, then pro- 
ceed at a speed not exceeding 
15 miles an hour. 

The conference was a prelimi- 
nary to five separate investiga- 
tions that will try to get to the 
bottom of the disaster. These five 
will be made by the Government's 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
the State Public Safety Commis- 
sion, a Mayor’s Fact-Finding 
Committee, the Queens County 
District Attorney, and by the 
railroad itself.

The Pennsylvania has not had 
direct operating control of the 
Long Island since it launched the 
bankruptcy proceedings. 

Meanwhile, the Long Island, al- 
ready staggered by damage claims 
running into the millions from 
the Rockville Centre crash last 
Feb. 17, said it pay hospital and 
medical expenses of last Wednes- 
day’s victims.

Teachers’ Salaries 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Board of Education’s new salary 
schedule for teachers has aroused such 
indignation among many teachers of 
the elementary schools that we think 
the public who will be asked to pay for 
it deserve an explanation of why we 
consider it unjust. 

In the elementary schoo!s of St 
Louis there are approximately 400 
teachers who still have fewer than the 
120 college credits necessary to obtain 
a bachelor’s degree. 

Some teachers, believing that in this 
very complicated and technical modern 
world an educator should be a highly 
educated and well-rounded person, la- 
boriously and expensively attained 
bachelor’s and even master’s degrees. 

Their efforts went completely unre- 
warded until four years ago, when, at 
long last, the Board of Education final- 
ly recognized their efforts. They classi- 
fied the teachers into three groups and 
established a maximum salary for each. 

There was now a concrete reward 
definitely promised to repay their ef- 
forts. But the salary differential was 
wiped out from under their feet at 
last week’s board meeting. 

There were other teachers who sat 
pat. Nothing could move them to fur- 
ther educational effort. Certainly if all 
of us had followed their example, edu- 
cational standards and teachers’ sal- 
aries would never have risen to their 
present levels. 

At last week’s Board of Education 
meeting, who was voted the $200 im- 
mediate relief? The stand-patters! Who 
succeeded in having the differential 
between themselves and the A.B. peo- 
ple eliminated? The stand-patters! 

If the taxpayers of St. Louis are 
going to contribute thousands of dollars 
to bring the salaries of their publie 
school teachers up to the national aver- 
age, they deserve to get as a result a 
happy, satisfied and _ well-educated 
corps of workers; a group in which 
the morale is high. They may spend 
what they will; they will never get this 
result if the money is so unjustly dis- 
tributed. es

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Peace, It’s a Problem 


Communist China and its sponsor, Communist 
Russia, are the chief obstacles to the Japanese 
peace treaty suggested by the United States. 
They could—and they may—create a stalemate. 
Nevertheless, it helps to have the treaty sug- 
gestions before Britain, Russia, Nationalist China 
and the United States, use this means that 
virtually all issues in the Oriental trouble zone 
now are up for discussion in one forum or 
another. This gives the diplomats the widest 
possible scope for reaching agreements. 

Undue optimism, of course, is excluded by 
the Russian. to the American pro- 
posals. The Russians want to know what part, 
if any, the Red Chinese will have in the draft- 
ee ae They want to know why the 
disposition Formosa is referred to the Big 
Four Powers when, under the Potsdam and 
Cairo, agreements, it was decided to return 
the island to China. They wafit-to know just 
what kind of a military future is contemplated 
for Japan. All stubborn questions. Yet it should 
be noted that the language of the Russian aide 
memoire is milder than might have been ex- 
pected. Since the American proposals are only 
tentative, this might be regarded as a sign of 
hope for treaty discussions. 

Where the Russians are concerned, however, 
one does not readily embrace hope. Their rec- 
ord is against it. Just now, for example, they 
are backing the Red Chinese before the United 
Nations in rather truculent fashion. But if 
these Chinese take an acceptable position: on 
Korea and if they can be persuaded to accept 
our statements of good intent, then the way 
might be clear for a clarification of the Peiping 
regime’s position in connection with Japan. 

It is highly improbable that the Chinese Reds 
would respect-a Japanese treaty which ignored 
them. Indeed, the Russians probably would not 
sign a pact to which the Chinese Nationalists 
are a party. If Red China were given the Na- 
tionalists’ place on the Far Eastern Commission 
—not a very likely prospect at this point—the 
Communist representatives could block all Brit- 
ish and American moves. On the other hand, 
a treaty negotiated without Communist partici- 
pation would be denounced by the Kremlin as 
a proscribed separate peace. And in any event, 
the Communists—Russian and Chinese—are 
almost sure to use every conceivable argument 
against an indefinite stay of American armed 
forces in Japan, especially after the conclusion 
of a peace treaty. 

‘These difficulties may be why the State De- 
partment has been in no great haste to an- 
nounce the treaty proposals which were handed 
to the other powers a month ago. It was the 
Russian answer which brought about their dis- 
closure. Even so, it is good to have them under 
discussion—because it is going to take quite a 
bit of discussion to reach agreement. And this 
attempt to improve the situation, even if it 
should be fruitless, is better than drifting along 
without any effort at all to achieve a formal 
peace. 
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Swift Justice in Illinois 

Circuit Judge R. W. Griffith of Madison 
county has sentenced six men in an example of 
swift-handed justice, which St. Louis courts 
might well copy. The time elapsed between 
crime and conviction ranged from only one 
month to three. 

Sometimes, of course, justice can work too 
quickly. But in these cases, the evidence against 
the defendants was strong. And all were tried 
by jury, except for three youths who were tried 
by the judge with their consent. 

If these cases had arisen in St. Louis, it is 
reasonable to assume that many more months, 
perhaps a year or more, would have been re- 
quired to dispose of them all. Certainly more 
time would have passed between arrest and in- 
dictment, indictment and trial date, and the 
first trial date and eventual trial. And, as 
lawyers know, delay often aids the criminal. 

St. Louis circuit courts have overloaded 
dockets, but that is merely another way of say- 
ing that here there will be delays. It does not 
excuse them. Perhaps the judges here might 
ask Judge Griffith how his court manages to 
waste so little time. 
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Local Exception in Steel 

Since we have criticized the steel industry for 
its reluctance to expand production in the face 
of national needs, we wish to note a local ex- 
ception to steel’s general timidity. The Granite 
City Steel Co. is considering a $50,000,000 ex- 
pansion program, its third within a few years. 

At the recent CIO convention, Secretary of 
Interior Chapman singled out the steel industry 
as an example of short-sightedness. The depres- 
sion of the ’30s seems to have frightened some 
steel executives into a stand-pat policy, though 
today the national economy obviously needs 
more production both for defense and control 
of inflation. 

Granite City Steel’s record is more unusual 
because it completed a $26,000,000 expansion 
two years ago, and will finish a $6,000,000 pro- 
gram next.year. These, with the new proposals, 
would nearly triple monthly production. While 
the company is not one of the steel giants, there 
is nothing small about its confidence in the 
country. 
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To Equalize a State Loss 
When they come to remap Missouri’s congres- 
sional districts, members of the Legislature will 
inevitably tend to think in terms of which party 
and which Congressmen gain or lose in the 
shuffle. There is good reason for lifting the 

discussion, this time, to a higher plane. 
The real loser in congressional redistricting 
will be the State of Missouri, which will have 


.to get along with 11 Representatives in the 


Lower House instead of 13. To compensate for 
that loss as far as can be done, the Legislature 
has a duty to draw the new districts to reflect 
accurately the State’s distribution of population. 

Growth of the urban areas and decline of the 
rural areas is the overriding fact of the 1950 
census. To reflect that fact,'the new congres- 
sional districts must give more representation 
to the urban areas—especially St. Louis county, 
which is now badly under-represented—and less 
to the rural sections. 

We hope the Legislature will not approach 
this task in the spirit of doing a favor for the 
urban areas. It is not the St. Louis region as 
such, but the people of that region who are en- 
titled to a stronger voice in Congress. 

Many of those people have come to the city 
from rural sections of the State. It is grossly 
unjust that, by responding ‘to the irresistible 
trends of our time, migrants from country to 
city should lose influence in the selection of 
their Representative in Washington. 

Under the present districts, based upon an 
outmoded population pattern, the Missourien 
who lives in the ‘town of Mexico counts for

three times as much, in Congress, as one who 
lives in Kirkwood. That is because the Con- 
gressman. representing Kirkwood speaks for 
three times as Inany constituents as the Con- 
gressman representing Mexico. 

Such “rotten borough” districting must be 
eliminated by the next Legislature. The dis- 
tricts must be equalized and they must repre- 
sent the people where the people are. 
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A Shadow Rules Congress 


The Eighty-second Congress of the United 
States will be ruled by a political party that 
does not exist and that therefore is not re- 
sponsible to the voters and cannot be held 
responsible by them. 

This non-existent but regnant party is the 
Republican-Southern Democratic. Because of it, 
the accomplishments of the Eighty-second Con- 
gress—if such there are—will depend upon the 
exercise of a high degree of personal responsi- 
bility by members on both the Republican and 
the Democratic sides, and perhaps particularly 
among the latter’s Southern branch. 

Two hundred and forty to 252 votes, or well 
over the majority of 218, are being claimed in 
the House by the Republican-Southern Demo- 
cratic coalition, sometimes known as Republo- 
crats. 

In the Senate the formal Democratic lead is 
only 49 to 47, and when Southern Democrats 
with a fine Republican voting record are de- 
leted from the formal Democratic count, it is 
obvious that the Upper House too will be at 
the mercy of a shadow party. 

In the coming Congress at Washington, the 
Democratic party will bear the responsibility, 
for it will organize the committees of Congress 
and the presidency is Democratic; but the re- 
sponsibility will be borne without authority, for 
the Administration Democrats—shorn of their 
Southern dissenters—form a minority. The Re- 
publican party, as such, will neither bear re- 
sponsibility nor exercise authority, because it 
possesses neither a formal nor an actual ma- 
jority. And the real power will reside with the 
Republocratic party. 


To be able to act as one pleases without 
taking the consequences is a very special sort 
of temptation. It becomes still more enticing 
when a high degree of probability arises that 
one’s enemy will be forced to take the conse- 
quences, however unpalatable they are to him, 
and however little he deserves them. 


As Prof. James MacGregor Burns of Williams 
College, who served on the Hoover commission, 
observes in his excellent book, “Congress on 
Trial,” government by a coalition which may 
disappear overnight can “raise hob with the rep- 
resentative process.” The voter, looking on 
from a world in which those who make the 
mistakes take the consequences, is apt to grow 
cynical, to regard Congress as, in Prof. Mac- 
Gregor’s word, “dishonest.” 

In the most practical sense the honor of 
Congress and the repute of representative gov- 
ernment must rest on the consciences of the 
individual members of the Eighty-second Con- 
gress if they rest anywhere at all, for they are 
out of the hands of the parties. 
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Widening Atomic Knowledge 

If an automobile manufacturer announced 
that he was about to release some of the signifi- 
cant facts about the construction of the Stanley 
steamer, the technical world would take it 
calmly. 

Scientists will no doubt show more interest 
in the news that hitherto secret data on atomic 
research are to be released under agreement of 
the United States, Britain and France. But it 
is a striking fact that the information to be 
made public deals with the very first stages of 
atomic development, which have long since 
been superseded. 


This is not to say, of course, that science will 
not gain by publication of details about the 
pioneer pile at the University of Chicago and 
other early work. But the gain will be in free 
access to a broader range of hitherto restricted 
data rather than in access to true “secrets.” 

To a scientist who knew his way around the 
nuclear field, the Smyth report told a great 
deal about those same early developments 
which are now to be declassified. What a sharp 
man had to deduct will now apparently be 
spread on the public record, and research with 
low-power reactors—which cannot produce 
either weapons or industrial power—may be 
stimulated. 

Gradually, ever so slowly, access to nuclear 
knowledge is being broadened. That the process 
must go further in the future was recently sug- 
gested by Chairman Gordon Dean of the Atomic 
Energy Commission when he pointed out that 
complete readiness for atomic warfare would 
call for operational knowledge of atomic weap- 
ons by 300,000 to 400,000 persons. What becomes 
of secrecy when 400,000 people share the secret? 
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The. Democrats Win the Analysis

Wedge Between Labor and Farmers? Between Book Ends 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Private utilities are trying to divide labor unions and farmers on 
public power issue, editorial charges; some unions now oppose 
rural electrification; says program actually benefits everyone more 
than “philosophy of scarcity” and warns labor not to he misled. 


From The Arkansas REA News 


The private power monopoly keeps con- 
stantly at its job of trying to wreck the 
rural electric co-operatives and the public 
power program. Lobbying, propaganda 
and political maneuvering are just some 
of the weapons used against the Rural 
Electrification Administration. 

Now the private companies Rave come 
up with a new tactic—the driving of a 
wedge between organized labor and the 
farmers. Farmers can’t get fair prices for 
their products unless the laboring man in 
town and city makes enough money to 
enjoy proper food and clothing. Labor 
can’t get high wages unless there are 
enough people with money to buy the 
products of industry. 

Labor and the farmer are the two 
classes of folks left who earn their living 
not only with their brains, but also with 
the sweat of their brow. These two groups 
have much in common. 

Under prodding of the Edison Electric 
Institute, public utility “front” organiza- 
tion, the CIO Utility Workers Union of 
America and the AFL International Broth- 
erhood of Electrical Workers executive 
council have gone on record as favoring 
transmission and sale of power produced 
at Government dams only by the private 
utilities. 


The reasoning behind this action is 
brought into the open by Joseph A. Fisher, 
national president of the UWUA-CIO, in 
an article in the November issue of Read- 
er’s Digest. He makes this statement: 


“We know from experience that our 
members employed by Government-spon- 
sored co-ops of the Rural Electrification 
Administration as well as those employed 
by municipalities which run their own 


light-and-power business work under con- 
ditions inferior to those enjoyed in private 
industry.” 

We must take issue with that statement. 
The co-ops are paying prevailing wage 
rates for the communities in which they 
operate. In dollars and cents, this wage 
rate véry probably is lower than the pay 
for similar work in larger towns and cities, 
but in purchasing power it probably is 
worth more. 

One-third of the co-ops in Arkansas have 
adopted insurance and retirement plans as 
good or better than any labor union offers. 
We are a new business; it is only a ques- 
tion of time until all will have retirement 
benefits. 

We will not concede that the working 
conditions are inferior. That is of imme- 
diaté concern only. On the long pull, pub- 
lic power and rural electrification on an 
area coverage basis benefit all the people 
(including labor) much more than the pri- 
vate utilities with their philosophy of 
scarcity. 

The more than 112,000 rural electric 
co-op members in Arkansas represent a 
$4,000,000 market for farm and home ap- 
pliances and power equipment. This 
means jobs for thousands of union men in 
Detroit, Cleveland, Chicago and elsewhere. 


We believe that the rank and file of 
union men favor the REA co-ops and pub- 
lic power over the private power monop- 
oly. Certainly, if they do not, they would 
do so if they knew all the facts. We hope 
these every-day American union members 
will puf their leaders right. Working 
people, be they farmers or factory labor, 
have traditionally opposed monopoly and 
favored competitive enterprise. 


Who's a Feather Merchant? 
From the Great Lakes Bulletin, Great Lakes Naval Training Station 


Naval reservists called to active duty 
are arriving at Great Lakes in consider- 
able numbers. There is a notable reversal 
of circumstances as compared to the last 
time, in 1941, when the reserves were 
called up.

The fight- 
ing men were too busy to bother with 
such nonsense.

German General's Post-Mortem 


INVASION 1944, by Hans Speidel. (Henry Regnery 

Co., 176 pgs., $2.75.) 

What this former German general has 
to say should be authoritative since he 
was chief of staff to Rommel, Kluge and 
Model as they tried, one after the other, 
to stave off the Allies’ successful drive 
that began with the invasion of Normandy 
in June, 1944. His book is the first by a 
German general on World War II to be 
published in America. 


Speidel probably is the only man alive 
who can tell the absorbing story of how 
Rommel lost faith in Hitler, tried to con- 
vince him the war was lost, took part in 
the plot to kill the Fuehrer and was then 
forced by Hitler’s S.S. men to commit 
suicide. Truman Smith, a retired Ameri- 
can Army colonel, vouches for Speidel in 
t h e introduction, 
writing: “It has been 
my privilege to have 
known Hans Speidel 
well, in the four-year 
period from 1935 to 
1939 when I was 
serving as military 
attache in Berlin. He 
was a South Ger- 
man, a Swabian, a 
Wurttemberger, a 
son of that German 
tribe in which demo- 
cratic tendencies 
have ever been 
strong. . . . Speidel 
could scarcely dis- 
simulate his fear that Hitler’s policy would 
bring a second world war.” 


According to Speidel, “unscrupulousness 


Gen. Rommel 


- was balanced by amateurishness” in the 


German High Command as things got 
worse for the Nazis. The Fuehrer and his 
high command, according to Speidel, knew 
little of what went on at the front: 


“Hitler doubted the shocking account 
that Rommel gave of the destructive pow- 
er of the enemy’s weapons, whereupon 
Rommel brusquely pointed out that no 
persons of authority from the Fuehrer's 
headquarters . . . had come to the front. 

. Instead, orders were worked out 
around the conference table, and there 
was lacking an evaluation based on front- 
line knowledge. Rommel exclaimed, “You 
demand our confidence, but you do not 
trust us yourself.’ Hitler flushed at this 
reproach, but he remained silent.” 


Instead of confidence between officers 
and men, the author asserts, there was 
nothing but compulsion, falsehood, politi- 
cal trials, courts-martial. Yet right at this 
time, Speidel argues, large-scale strategy 
might have “offered hope of salvation.” 


He maintains*that the Russian front 
should have been drastically shortened 
and strengthened with a big reserve; that 
the Italian front should have been dropped . 
back to Pisa-Florence-Adria; that France, 
south of the Seine, should have been 
abandoned, a striking force formed on the 
eastern flank and “forethought given to 
rearward lines which could receive the 
retreating troops and could then be de- 
fended.” And then peace talks with the 
West—well, such is the stuff of dreams.

Millikin Says President 
Is Responsible for ‘Bad 
Policies’ — Kefauv er 


Chides Critics. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25 (AP)— 
Republicans brought President 
Truman directly under fire on 
foreign policy today as they 
launched a new critical broadside 
at Secretary of State Acheson. 

Chairman Millikin, Colorado, of 
the conference of all Republican 
Senators told reporters he held 
Truman directly responsible for 
what the Senators said are “bad 
policies” that need weeding out. 

Senator Hickenlooper (Rep.), 
Iowa, a Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee member, said in a separate 
interview that he blames the Pres- 
ident primarily for . “blunders” 
which involved the United States 
in the Korean war. 

Wherry’s Estimation. 

In Omaha, Senator Wherry 
(Rep.), Nebraska, Senate minority 
leader in the present Congress, 
said that the most important job 
confronting the new Eighty-second 
Congress will be Acheson’s re- 
moval. 

Senator Kefauver (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, who has disagreed fre- 
quently with Acheson, conceded 
that the Secretary is in a “diffi- 
cult spot,” but added, “I don’t 
know anyone who would do bet- 
ter.” 

Kefauver said he thinks Ache- 
son’s critics should recognize the 
President’s right to pick his own 
Secretary of State and let the 
country “get on with its knitting.” 

Senator Douglas (Dem.), Illi- 
nois, called for a “‘new era of good 
feeling,” saying that he thinks 
members of Congress who differ 
on policy ought to be able to do 
it in friendly fashion without “in- 
discriminate smearing.” 

The new Republican attack on 
the President and Acheson came 
after Philip C. Jessup, Acheson’s 
chief adviser, told a Philadelphia 
audience last night ‘that some 
G.O.P. criticisms of the Adminis- 
tration’s policies “point straight 
in the direction of a policy of em- 
barking on war.” 

Reference to Knowland. 

He apparently referred to de- 
mands by Senator Knowland 
(Rep.), California, and others for 
increased military support for 
Chinese Nationalists on Formosa. 

Jessup said if the policies of 
some critics were carried out they 
would involve the United States 
in a full-scale war in Asia. He 
added that was the sort of trap 
the Communist imperialists were 
preparing.

Acheson compared “re-exami- 
nists” to farmers who pull up 
their crops to see how they are 
growing. Later he explained he 
did not oppose a review of foreign 
policy but only such a re-examina- 
tion as would “uproot” it. 

Asked if he were a re-exami- 
nist, Millikin replied that he was 
like the farmer who goes into the 
fields to pull up the weeds. He 
defined weeds as “bad policies.” 

Legislative Planning. 

Meanwhile, the President has 
called a conference with his legis- 
lative “big four” Monday to map 
plans for the “lame duck” session 
of Congress.

‘Problem for Diplomats, Not Soldiers,’

Colonel Says — ‘Better to Freeze Going 
Forward,’ a Private Observes. 


‘By HAL BOYLE 

WITH UNITED STATES 
EIGHTH ARMY, Nov. 25 (AP)— 
There are 110,000 puzzled United 
Nations soldiers in the grand of* 
fensive now under way to seize 
the northwest corner of the Ko- 
rean jcebox. 

They are members of the 
Eighth Army making a drive to 
the Manchurian border which 


they hope will wind up the 
dreary, five-month-old Korean 
campaign. 

But their puzzlement is as deep 
as their hopes are high. No sol- 
dier really knows what lies 
ahead. This is as true of com- 
manding generals in the- field as 
it is of the privates who carry 
out their plans. 

Therefore there are 110,000 
men marching forward strongly 
but cautiously on a journey into 
doubt. They are like a man mov- 
ing at twilight through a strange 
and frozen forest who sees noth- 
ing in sight to harm him but 
uneasily feels the eyes of unseen 
foes upon him: 

100,000 Reds Reported. 
intelligence officers believe 
that at present there are no more 
than 100,000 North Korean and 
Chinese “volunteers” in the 50 
and 60 miles of rugged mountains 
that lie between the Eighth Army 

and the Yalu river frontier. 

The doubt lies in whether that 
force will be steadily reinforced 
by scores of thousands of fresh 
troops brought secretly across the 
border at night as “volunteers.” 
And on that critical point there 
is a new Chinese wall—a wall 
of Chinese silence. 

This uncertainty is peculiarily 
exasperating to the military mind. 
Commanders don’t like to commit 
their.own troops to battle until 
they are pretty sure what the 
enemy is trying to do and what 
he is capable of doing. And there 
are those who believe that if Red 
China does cross the Manchurian 
border in power the current at- 
tack by 110,000 soldiers will turn 
out to be merely one of the 
largest patrol actions in history.

Some Other Comments. 

Here are some other reactions 
by American officers and men: 

A chief of staff in a forward 
command post—‘I have been look- 
ing at maps all .my life, but the 
map on this operation doesn’t tell 
me a damn thing of what I want 
to know.” 

A colonel—“This is a problem 
now for diplomats, not soldiers. 
The striped pants boys are going 
to have to find a rabbit to pull 
out of this hat.” 

A major—“The Chinese will try 
to tie us up here and bleed us to 
death. That’s what the Russians 
want them to do.” 

A young lieutenant — “I have 
been wounded twice in this cam- 
paign and I feel my luck won't 
last a third time. But I’m a pro- 
fessional soldier and that’s the 
chance we take. If they want a 
real war it might as well start 
now.” 

A philosophic private — “Hell, 
better to. freeze going forward 
rump waiting for the Chinese to 
make up their minds.” 

Three Possibilities. 

One military analyst put the 
military situation this way: 

“There are fhree possibilities— 

“First, the enemy can pull its 
general staff back across the bor- 
der and let its troops fight awhile 
and then take to the hills as guer- 
rillas. That’s what they did when 
we made the break-through last 
September and they may do it 
again. 

“Second, the Chinese can send 
across enough men to knock our 
heads off. 

“Third, they now “have 100,000 
defensive terrain 
against our 110,000 men. If they 
are well led and supplied they 
can keep us pushing and tugging 
all winter. And that’s what I 
think they will at least try to do.” 

But most of the troops are more 
optimistic. They feel that diplo- 
matic decisions are in the making 
at high levels. Despite the cold 
weather their morale is high. 
They are glad the lull is over and 
that they are on the march again 
toward a real goal. 

And they have a great faith in 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur. They

Deplores Sequence of 
Feast and Famine for 
Military Machine in 
American History. 


FORT BENNING, Ga., Nov. 25 
(AP)—The United States needs 
an “enduring” system of national 
defense that “will not collapse at 
every change of witgl,” Secretary 
of Defense Marshall believes. 

Defense in the United States 
historically has been a succession 
of feasts and famines following 
each other in demoralizing se- 
quence, Marshall said here last 
night. 

“Speaking frankly,” he added, 
“I fear that we have given a 
demonstration somewhat of emo- 
tional instability.” 

In a speech at a dinner honor- 


ing Erle Cocke Jr., new national 
commander of the American Le- 
gion, Marshall recalled the swift 
demobilization of America’s vast 
military machine after World 
War II. 

In 1947, he said, only one and 
one-third infantry ns were 
available in the Uni States for 
military duty, yet as Secretary of 
State he was being “urged from 
many sides to pour it on the So- 
viets and give them hell.” 

After every situation in which 
America’s unpreparedness has 
cost lives and resources, he said, 
there always has been a drive to 
find scapegoats to shoulder the 
blame, : 

The basic error, he said, has 
always been with the American 
people themselves because: “The 
fault has been their refusal to 
sanction an enduring posture of 
defense that would discourage ag- 
gression, and if war came, would 
reduce the casualties, the sacri- 
fices, the excessive costs and the 
needless waste.” 


JOHANNES V, JENSEN DIES; 
AUTHOR, NOBEL PRIZE WINNER 


COPENHAGEN, Nov. 25 (AP)— 
Johannes V. Jensen, famed Danish 
author and Nobel prize winner, 
died at his home here today. He 
had been ill for some time. 

Jensen, who was 77-years old, 
was the author of several novels, 
The best known was “The Long 
Journey,” published in six parts 
from 1908-22. He also wrote 
numerous short stories, poems 
and essays on Darwinism and evo- 
lution. 

He covered the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war as a correspondent and 
lived in New York and Chicago 
from 1903 to 1905. He was award- 
ed the Nobel prize for literature 
in 1944.

CHICAGO, Nov. 25 (AP)—CIO 
President Philip Murray, with 10 
years in office, yesterday won his 
eleventh term. 

Re-elected by acclamation, Mur- 
ray promptly promised to build 
the 6,000,000-member labor body 
into a “bigger, stronger and more 
influential” organization in na- 
tional and international affairs. 

But for one major and three 
minor changes, all top officers 


and executive board members 
‘were re-elected at the final ses- 
sion of the national CIO conven- 
‘tion without opposition. 


Murray said the CIO “is not a 
selfish group” and has “one prime 
purpose—to help America and to 
help its people.” 

“Has Given a Better America.” 

“It has given all the people of 
the United States a better Amer- 
ica,” the 64-year-old CIO chief 
asserted. 

“You have come to be recog- 
nized in the United States and 
the entire world as the torch- 
bearers of freedom and democ- 
racy,” he told the 600 convention 
delegates. 

Michael Quill, president of the 
Transport Workers of America, 
took over one of the nine CIO 
vice presidencies. He replaces 
John Green, president of the Ma- 
rine and Shipbuilders Union. 

Murray announced from the 
platform that Green had notified 
him that, for “reasons of health,” 
he did not wish to run again for 
a CIO vice presidency.

An alert telegrapher, 
however, simulated the blow with his key, and a 
waiting multitudes on both coasts cheered the com- 
pletion of the first transcontinental railroad span.

Reasoning 
(properly, if a little late!) that 
East had the spade ace for his 
vulnerable overcall, South laid 
down the spade king.. Perhaps 
his hope was that he would lose 
this present trick and a diamond, 
but would then ruff a diamond 
continuation, after which he could 
concede another spade trick so 
as to maintain communication to 
dummy, and finally discard a 
club on the spades. 


Whatever South’s idea was, 
however, it did not work out! 
East took the spade king with the 
ace and cashed a diamond trick, 
but he did not make the mistake 
of leading another diamond—he 
sLifted to a club. Now declarer’s 
position was quite hopeless. 

In a situation like this, where 
a missing ace is located by an 
opponent’s bid, it is vital for de- 
clarer to attack that suit from the 
correct hand! In this case, the 
first spade lead should have been 
from dummy, not from declarer’s 
own hand! If East had held the 
ace and two other spades; South 
would have been truly helpless; 
but the actual spade position

On Covering Walls.. 
E have a few choice words of 
W.ravice to anyone who plans 
to cover the’ walls of a room 
with wallpaper, wall fabric or 
paneling, wood or otherwise. 

Take a plumb line, that’s just a 
long string with a weight attached, 
and check the walls to be sure 
they are perfectly square. Most 
of them are not. Check at the 
four corners of the room and then 
check at window and door frames 
for even if the corners are okay 
these frames may easily be at 
somewhat of a slant. If every- 
thing is perfect you have no prob- 
lem but if things are a little off, 
you've got to be careful or you'll 
run into troubles. 

What you do when nothing is 
quite plumb is to drop your line 
down from the ceiling a few 
inches less than the width of the 
material you are hanging from a 
window or door frame. Use this 
line to lay the material against 
and then trim on the opposite side

so that you get a neat seam. be- 
tween the material and the win- 
dow or door frame. 

Now that you have one piece of 
paper on paneling perfectly 
plumb, you can work out on both 
sides doing a little trimming at 
corners to insure each section be- 
ing absolutely vertical.

HERE'S an old saying, “If the 
mountain can’t go to Moham- 
med, Mohammed must go to 
the mountain.” Generally, food 
editors, like Mohammed, must 


_ travel to the mountain, if they 


wish to have a view of a food 
industry. This was not the case, 
however, at the Food Editors’ 
Conference when the National 
Macaroni Manufacturers Associa- 
tion set up a miniature plant in 
the Waldorf Astoria, 

While they called this machine 
a midget, it actually weighed one 
ton and turned out 220 pounds 
of macaroni, spaghetti and egg 
noodles in an hour. A special type 
of ground middlings of durum 
wheat, the hardest wheat grown, 
with water were mechanically 
kneaded, and in a short time were 
coming out at the other end of 
the machine’ in the proper shape. 
By substituting various forms, 
any shape of a macaroni product 
can be manufactured by the same 
machine. For the noodles, egg 
yolks are added. As a finish, slow 
drying in constantly circulating 
air must follow. By the way, 
Americans are eating about 28 
per cent more of this food than 
they did 10 years ago. 

A newer product on the Ameri- 
can table is a “seasoning” whose 
base is monosodium glutamate, 
and whose purpose, according to 
a manufacturer of this product, 
is to bring out the natural flavor 
of other foods. Conrad Nagel, the 
well-known actor, is an enthusiast 
for this, and believes that it is 
particularly valuable in restoring 
last flavors to leftovers. He also 
uses it in his own special salad 
which was demonstrated before 
the food editors. The name for 


this is Celebrity Salad and is’a 

variation of the recipe for Cali- 

fornia Salad. 
Shrimp With Noodles. 


One tablespoon three 


Add salt to rapidly boiling wat- 
er. Add egg noodles grad so 
that water tinues to boil. ik 
uncovered, sstirr occasionally 
until tender. Drain. Dot with but- 
ter or margarine, if desired. Saute 
celery and onion in two table- 
spoons butter or margarine until 
tender. Gradually stir in scup and 
milk. Add shrimp and heat thor- 

. Arrange noodles on serv- 
ing plate. Top with shrimp mix- 
ture.. Garnish with parsley and 
serve immediately. 
Celebrity Salad. 

Lettuce (one head); one-and- 
one-half cups croutons; one can 
anchovies or one-half cup crisp 
bacon bits; garlic (optional); 
Ac’cent; one egg (coddied one 
minute); French dressing; Parme- 
san cheese. 

Break the lettuce in pieces and 
put in the bowl. Add croutons. 
Add anchovies or bacon. Add a 
big shaking of Ac’cent because 
this will really bring out the good 
flavors. Break the coddled egg 
over the lettuce. Pour a liberal 
quantity of dressing over all in- 
gredients and 1 add_ the 
cheese. Very gently lift and turn 
your salad until every particle of 
lettuce is covered with dressing. 
Keep on turning the salad over 
and over for almost a dozen times.

NEW YORK. 

THINK we are at least begin- 

ning to act logically on the 

question of the Communist 
party in the United States. At- 
torney General J. Howard Mc- 
Grath’s move in his petition filed 
with the Subversive Activities 
Control board will finally put 
before us the question of whether 
we can have within our country 
a political party that owes its al- 
legiance to another country. If 
it is decided that the Communist 
party is not made up of Ameri- 
cans who are: primarily citizens 
of this country, then we will have 
clearly before us the decision to 
be made. 

There are Americans who by 
peaceful means may wish to 
change certain laws and theories 
by which we live in this country. 
Yet, above all else, they are real 
Americans. On the other hand, 
there are so-called Americans who 
put their allegiance to another 
country before that of the United 
States, and in time of war are 
pledged to hold to that foreign 
allegiance. Obviously, they can- 
not be considered as American 
citizens. 

x* * * 

THIS DECISION by a Govern- 
men board, it seems to me, would 
clear up a great many of the dif- 
ficulties felt by those people who, 
having no allegiance to Commu- 
nism, still think they have aright 


to differ from their own Govern- 
ment and try to make changes in 
their Government if they think it 
can be improved. Today many of 
these people are promptly accused 
of being Communists. The way 
to clear up this misunderstanding 
is to make it clear where your 
allegiance actually lies. 

This does not mean, of course, 
we will not have Communists 
within our country. They will 
probably go underground and op- 
erate as hidden cells. It does 
mean, however, that there should 
be a clear definition that there 
can be no American Communist 
party and that no one can belong 
to it who is a loyal American 
citizen. 

I am not sure that this is desir- 
able, but at least it will be 
clearer than the present situa- 
tion. .It may make more difficult 
the problem of finding out 
whether there are Communists 
functioning in hidden ways 
throughout our country.
